Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed on 02 June 2006 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
informalities indicated in the Examiner's Amendment below. In order to avoid 
abandonment of this application, correction is required in reply to the Office action.

4. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitation 
"a plate-shaped diaphragm for receiving horizontal vibration to generate vertical 
vibration" in independent claims 1 and 2, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the respective independent claims is not anticipated, nor rendered obvious by the prior 
art of record. 



Conclusion

a. Van Wagenen (US Patent 1 ,827,91 9) teaches an electromagnetic sound 
producing device.

c. Arnstein (US PGPub 2002/0146144) teaches an electro-acoustic 
converter with edge-driven barrel diaphragm. 

d. Kam (US PGPub 2003/0103642) teaches a rectangular electro-acoustic 
transducer.
